use them liberally in the garden. 
HELP TOMATOES 

Tomatoes will benefit tremendous- 
ly from a grass mulch. If your to- 
matoes are not staked, a thick grass 
mulch under the plants will keep the 
tomatoes from rotting on the 
ground. The plants should be wat- 
ered heavily and then grass laid two 
to three inches deep around the 
roots. 

This will conserve the moisture 
and also keep the root system from 
cooling off too much at night. 

You may, in this way, be able to 
prevent “blossom rot”, a rotting at 
the base of the tomatoes, which is 
caused by sudden changes in tem- 
perature upsetting the cellular 
growth of. the tomato. 

If the leaves of your plants are 
beginning to curl and brown, spray 
them immediately with a copper 
sulphate spray, and repeat in an- 
other two weeks. If the mildew is 
too advanced on one plant, pull it 
out, for it can infect all the other 
plants.

Make Ironing Day 
Cool and Easy 


Sprinkling properly helps you cut 
off hours on ironing time. First, 
dampen garments as evenly as pos- 
sible so the whole piece takes the 
same temperature, and one spot 
does not need more ironing and heat 
to dry it, than another spot. 

Most women also get their cloth- 
ing too damp, and excess dampness 
requires more ironing to dry it. 
With a soft spray or sprinkler you 
can get even dampness and not too 
much of it. Wrap clothing in plastic- 
lined basket or in sheets of the same 
mhaterial to avoid drying it out. 

Sprinkled garments should be 
felded loosely rather than rolled in 
tight bundles as the latter produces 
wrinkles. Put all those requiring 
little heat on top, and pieces requir- 
ing hottest temperature on bottom
